

3 Members Are Still at Large 
After A rrest of a Symhiondse 
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FOUSTON, July 4 (UFO— r*l2 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
says that the arrest of Thero 
WiHieeler means only three ‘ 
known members of the self- 
styled SymMonese Liberation 
Army are still at large, among 
them Patricia Hearst 
Mr. Wheeler, an escaped con- 
vict believed to be one of the 
founders of the S.L.A., wag 
arrested yesterday without in-’ 
ddent at the electrical com- 
pany where he worked as a 
handjiMn. 

*rhe F.B.L said that he was 
arrested on a charge of escap- 
ing from the California medical 
facili^r in Vacaville on Aug 
2, 1973. He had been serving * 
a sentence for battery on a* 
police officer. Today, he is be- 
m« held under $100,000 7>ond. 

The F.B.I. would release little 
Infoimatioo, but credited Mr. 
Wheeler’s capture to aq alert 
Houston policeman who ^ was 
on duty in a hospital emergen- 
cy room. 

The F.B.I. said (hat Mr. 
Wheeler went to the hospital 
with superficial , shotgun 
wounds and gave one of his 
known aliases to attendants. 
The officer ran the alias— Brad- 
ley S. Bruce— through , the Na- 
tional Crime Information Cen- 
ter’s computer, the F3.L said. 

There was no immediate ex- 
planation of the shotgun 
wounds, but they apparently 
had ' nothing to do with his 
capture. * , 

Mr. Wheeler and Donald De- 
freeze, Later killed in a shoot- 
out in Los Angeles, were identi- 
fied as early members of the 
S.L..^, which has taken respon-
